At  its  last  annual  meeting  the  town  voted  a  tax  of  eight  per 
cent,  on  the  grand  list  for  the  purchase  and  support  of  a  Free 
Public  Library.  A  board  of  library  trustees  was  chosen  at  the 
same  time,  and  authority  was  vested  in  them  by  the  law  to  make 
the  necessary  purchases  and  manage  the  business  of  the  librarv. 
The  present  is  the  first  report  of  the  trustees,  and  it  is  submitted 
to  the  public  as  being  a  concise  and  accurate  statement  of  wdiat 
has  been  accomplished  with  the  means  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  trustees.  ' 

Books  to  the  number  of  51S  volumes  have  been  purchased 
nev^' ;  296  volumes  have  been  given  by  private  individuals;  143 
volumes  have  come  from  the  State  commissioners;  and  about 
100  volumes  have  been  placed  in  the  care  of  the  trustees  bv  Jovce 
Post  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  making  a  total  of  1,056  volumes  at  this 
date.  Besides  these,  many  magazines  have  been  placed  on  the 
reading-room  table,  together  with  other  current  literature,  as 
seemed  most  useful  to  general  readers.  The  number  ol*  patrons 
of  the  library  to  date  has  been  620.  The  number  of  books  loaned 
has  been  8,369;  of  these,  6,857,  ^bout  82  per  cent.,  have 
been  fiction.  The  library  was  opened  to  the  public  on  the  first 
day  of  June.  At  this  date  it  has  been  used  eight  months.  The 
number  of  loans  per  month,  on  an  avei'age,  w^ould  therefore 
be  1,033.  ^^'be  smallest  circulation  was  in  June,  793;  the  larg- 
est in  January,  i,357-  The  furniture  of  the  library-rooms  con- 
sists of  a  stove,  two  tables,  book-cases,  thirteen  chairs,  five  elec- 
tric lamps,  and  some  other  fixtures ;  all  of  which  is  the  propertv 
of  the  town.  The  librarian's  desk  is,  at  present,  a  loan  from  one 
of  the  trustees. 

Little  needs  to  be  said  as  to  the  wisdom  of  establishing  this 
librarv.    Its  immerhate  results  have  been  bevond  tlie  most  san-

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Poidtney : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  I  hereby 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  schools  in  town  : 

There  have  been  fifteen  schools  maintained  in  town  this 
present  year,  one  graded  school  of  seven  departments,  school  No. 
14  with  two  departments,  and  thirteen  others  of  one  department 
each.  The  number  of  teachers  employed  this  year  was  22,  and 
one  music  teacher.  These  several  schools  have  been  attended  by 
623  registered  pupils  ;  of  this  number,  304,  or  nearly  one-half  of 
the  registered  pupils  in  town,  attended  the  graded  school.  The 
following  exhibit  will  show  the  nnmber  of  teachers  and  pupils, 
and  the  number  of  weeks  each  school  was  in  session  : 
Graded  school,  304  pupils,  35  weeks.

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Prof.  W.  A.  Frasier,  principal,  with  a  c(jii:)s  of  efficient 
teachers,  are  near  the  close  of  another  very  successful  year  at  the 
graded  school.  The  government  of  the  school  and  management 
in  general  have  been  good.  All  the  teachers  ha\'e  manifested 
much  interest  in  the  work  of  instructing  the  children  under  tlieir 
charge.  The  same  can  be  said  of  all  the  teachers  in  town,  but  I 
must  say  that  some  have  been  more  notable  in  this  respect  than 
others.  Among  the  outside  schools,  the  excellent  methods,  the 
good  government,  the  organization  of  classes  so  to  teach  the  pu- ' 
pils  systematically,  is  a  creditable  characteristic  of  the  teachers 
of  schools  No.'s  3,  5,  and  14,  Miss  Ella  Hanna,  Mr.  John  T. 
Brennan  and  Mr.  Geo.  Murdock.  I  would  like,  if  space  per- 
mitted, to  speak  of  the  good  qualities  of  a  number  of  very  prom- 
ising young  teachers  in  our  town.  I  am  convinced  that  it  would 
tend  to  the  advancement  of  educational  interest  in  our  town  to 
consolidate  some  of  our  schools.  We  have  too  many  small 
schools,  in  my  view  of  the  case.  Diminish  the  number  of  schools 
and  make  larger  ones ;  increase  the  number  of  weeks  in  the 
school  year  in  those  schools  and  have  better  schoolhouses  than 
we  now  have  ;  then,  with  good  teachers,  we  will  find  that  there 
will  be  a  great  advancement  in  our  educational  interests.  Par- 
ents should  not  object  to  such  an  advancement,  and  I  believe 
they  would  accord  to  it  hearty  support  in  one  year  after  its  ac- 
complishment. School  No.  4  should  be  consolidated  with  No. 
5  ;  No.'s  6  and  7  should  be  one,  and  9  and  11  would  be  greatly 
benefited  by  joining  to  3. 

In  conformity  with  the  new  law  of  free  text  books  and  sup- 
plies, all  the  schools  have  been  furnished  with  both,  and  thev  are 
of  great  advantage  to  scholars,  especially  to  the  poor  children. 
We  have  experienced  some  little  delay  in  supph  ing  the  books, 
caused  by  the  fact  that  we  were  not  informed  as  to  the  number 
each  school  required,  and  by  reason  of  the  distances  of  some  of 
these  schools  from  each  other,  but  everything  was  done  as  well 
as  could  be  under  the  circumstances. 

The  East  Poultney  school  is  very  much  in  need  of  a  new 
building,  and  I  hope  the  town  will  see  fit  to  construct  one  there 
this  summer.  Also  there  is  need  of  an  addition  to  our  graded 
school.    We  have  seven  rooms  at  present,  hut  some  of  them  are 
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nowdi'd.  \N  ;ir<.'  in  init\it  iict'd  of  ;il  UmsI  two  inoic  rooms  :mi(I 
;i  \\v\\  loom  in  the  j)l;icc  ot  the  one  on  the  stat4e  of  the  IimII,  for 
the  I'll  si  primary  department.  'I'he  sanitai}'  condition  of"  the 
(  Jraded  scliool  shoidd  be  improved. 

Everytliinij^  that  can  be  done  under  the  present  coiKhtion  lias 
been  done.  Dry  closets  are  needed  for  the  health  of  the  children 
in  the  vilhiii^e  school.  Any  school  with  the  number  of  pupils 
resident  in  our  village,  cannot  be  a  healthy  place  without  some 
good  system  of  sanitation,  and  I  hope  this  matter  will  have  your 
consideration  at  this  March  town  meeting. 

1  have  made  more  visits  or  calls  when  delivering  books  and 
supplies  than  usual  this  year,  and  I  feel  confident  that  the  edu- 
cational interest  of  our  town  have  not  only  been  kept  up  but  im- 
proved, and  I  trust  this  good  work  will  go  on  toward  perfection. 
I  further  hope  to  see  our  schools  and  school  houses  improved  so 
that  each  citizen  will  feel  proud  of  the  advancement  made  in  the 
important  matter  of  the  education  for  our  children.
